Any quality training program 
places great emphasis upon set- 
ting goals and measuring 
progress toward their accom- 
plishment, and on assuring that 
information is widely and readily 
available throughout the organi- 
zation. So, on behalf of the TQM 
Training Team, I would like to 
report on the progress being 
made in training all employees 
of the college in quality pro- 
cesses. 

In January of this year, Stan 
Spanbauerand Jo Hillman from 
the National Quality Academy 
were here to offer a one-day in- 
troductory workshop for the fac- 
ulty, completing sessions to give 
the college an overview of TQM. 
The administrators and the staff 
had already had their introduc- 
tory sessions during the previous 
year.

complete their course by the end 

of the semester. 

Faculty groups will begin in the 
fall. The faculty was surveyed, 
and the opinions favored waiting 
until fall to start their training. 

To summarize: all full-time 
employees have been through 
an introductory session; 15 em- 
ployees have completed "train- 
the-trainer" workshops; 32 staff 
and 28 administrators will com- 
plete training this spring; the re- 
mainder of the faculty will com- 
plete training in the fall. 

TQM Questions 
and Answers 

In addition to this report, 
I would like to take this opportu- 
nity to answer a couple of ques- 
tions which have come up about 
this training. 

• Why is the training taking 
place at the water 

Treatment Center? 

The WTC's original attraction 
was its availability at the times 
that we needed in three-hour 
blocks. It is also clean, new, and 
has parking readily available, 
and is just convenient enough 
that, once you are there, you are 
likely to stay. (Hence, we don't 
lose people in the middle of a 
session due to phone calls or 
office 'emergencies" that are 
hard to say "no" to.) 

In fact, the WTC has offered 
some positive benefits that we 
did not foresee. Some staff 
members have ridden together 
and have seemed to enjoy the 
ride. They've continued discus- 
sions stared in their groups dur- 
ing the commute. Some groups 
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have taken advantage of the en- 
vironment and held their ses- 
sions out on the lawn. The loca- 
tion has also given just a little of 
a sense of "retreat" from every- 
day work pressures, an advan- 
tage for all concerned. 

All this said, however, it is un- 
likely that training will continue to 
be held there; plans for future 
training still being made, though, 
and as of this writing are not 
firmly set. 

• Why do staff and faculty 
members have longer training 
programs than 

administrators? 

The training program we have 
purchased has been tested over 
the past nine years at Fox Val- 
ley Technical College. Fox Val- 
ley has a national reputation for 
being the most successful col- 
lege in the nation at applying a 
quality program throughout its 
institution. The training materi- 
als that they have developed for 
each of the three groups share 
some units in common, but their 
experience has led them to the 
conclusion that the faculty and 
staff need training in some areas 
that managers do not usually 
need. Staff members have a 
whole unit of training specifically 
related to face-to-face and tele- 
phone communications skills: 
these are not included in the 
managers program, who have 
more emphasis placed on team- 
building and leadership skills. 
Instructor's training overlaps 
somewhat with staff and 
administrator's, but has in addi- 
tion several modules dealing with 
TQM in the classroom. 

Thus, an effort has been made 
to tailor the program to the tasks 
each individual performs for the 
college.
